EDITORS' NOTE OF PARISH COUNCIL MEETING, 17 FEBRUARY 1993 


CLLR O'BRIEN There was further discussion (see note of January meeting in February 
NEWS) on whether Clir O'Brien could remain a member of Deddington Parish Council 
when he worked/lived elsewhere and was unable to attend meetings. His excellent 
work as Chairman of the Windmill Committee was greatly appreciated and he should be 
asked to continue it, but it is stipulated that the Committee Chairman must be a 
Parish Councillor. {According to Ousby & Wright's handbook on local council 
administration, any member failing to attend Council meetings for six months will 
cease to be a member unless either there is a ‘statutory excuse’, such as service 
with the armed forces in war time, or absence is for a reason approved by Council. 
It is difficult to see how either could be true in this particular case. Why not 
change the Windmill articles so that the Chairman of the Committee can be efther a 
Parish Councillor or a PC nominee? - EDS] PC will return to this matter as an 
agenda item at the next meeting. 
TOWN HALL REPAIRS The contract has been awarded to J Spencer, of Deddington. 
A relevant letter from Bill Hunt was not considered at this point but was read out 
in full later, under Agenda item'15 (Correspondence). 
CARE IN THE LOCAL COMMUNITY Cllr Todd reported on a meeting and seminar he had 
attended, as a PC delegate, on identification of community needs and provision and 
purchase: of services to make the best of limited budgets. Deddington's Village 
Appraisal could be of great assistance in this; and it may well be, for example, 
that the Windmill Centre could be used for Day Care or similar purposes. 
THE HORTON HOSPITAL PC will write expressing support for the Horton. Cherwell is 
a fast growing district which will need services and facilities to match. {There 
should be no more cuts. Parishioners who are concerned about the Horton should 
write at once to the Chairman, Oxford Regional Health Authority, Old Road, 
Headington, Oxford OX3 7LF - EDS. 1] 
TRAFFIC CALMING OCC had written making the following points: 
1) 84031 Hempton Road The main issue is the speed of traffic. Road humps would 
not be appropriate, It would be possible to provide a mini roundabout, at one of 
the side road junctions (which would help control speeds), but there are concerns 
over safety in this setting. Enhancements such as "please drive slowly" signs 
under the village name would be a low cost measure. The possibility of upgrading 
the street lighting has been referred to the Street Lighting Engineer, but it is 
likely that any improvements would have to be funded by the parish. 
2) Pinch point in Hempton It would be difficult to establish a system that would 
ensure that the give-way stream had a clear view of 'priority' traffic. Also, 
there is a danger that the ‘priority’ traffic would take less care in negotiating 
the pinch point, which might adversely affect safety, particularly for pedestrians. 
3) Chapel Square pinch points The provision of a priority system at the Church 
Street junction should present no difficulty, but there could be a problem with 
priority at Philcote Street 4) Clifton No objection to the provision of warning 
signs advising drivers of pedestrians. 5) Earls Lane No objection in principle to 
the provision of road humps. 6) A4260 High Street/New Street No objection to the i 
provision of refuges. 7) B4031 Clifton Road - extension of 30mph speed limit is 
unlikely to have any significant effect on speeds, would serve to lessen the 
respect of drivers for such limits, and would therefore be resisted by OCC. ‘ 
PC agreed with points 2-6 inclusive, adding that all possible ways of reducing 
traffic speed on the Hempton Road should be explored (points 1 & 2), that traffic 
priority at the Chapel Square pinch points must be from the Clifton end (point 3) 
and that more thought should be given to controlling traffic speed on the Clifton 
Road (point 7) - the proposed footpath along the north side of Clifton Road should 
help. OCC should be reminded that road safety in Earls Lane at the village school 
needed further attention. 
WINDMILL DEVELOPMENT Everything is proceeding on schedule. Wilcon have offered the 
PC an ‘open space’ in Barley Fields, which might, with adequate safety measures, be 
suitable for a tots playground. PC will shortly be bringing the whole community 
up-to-date on what is happening at the Windmill, and also on how the rest of the 
village funds are being managed. {YES PLEASE, AS SOON AS POSSIBLE ~ EDS}.

GRANTS A request from Deddington Art Society for financial support was turned down 
because it involved normal running costs and not capital expenditure. The Holly 
Tree Club's request for help on urgent repairs to boundary walls and paths will be 
costed, while the broader issues of the future of the Club will be reviewed by the 
Deputy Chairman of the PC, Terry Clinch. A request from the Health Centre for 
funds to purchase an automatic pain killer dispenser was not accepted; to do so 
would create a precedent that could not be sustained, 
PLANNING The main discussion was on a proposal for a relocated Manor Farm next to 
the Potato Field on the Hempton Road. The siting had been agreed in 1988. Cllrs 
: now wanted more information on landscaping; thought the buildings bulky and out of 
scale with the area; were concerned that views of Deddington from the west would be 
blocked out; recommended stone as the material for all the buildings; insisted that 
. usage be restricted to agriculture only and that there should be no viding up 
later for selling on. These views will be conveyed to CDC. 
VILLAGE APPRAISAL Cllr Todd reported that a questionnaire is being designed which 
aimed to identify the developments people wish to see in the future, improve the 
quality of life, identify what people see as current problems, assess future likely 
threats, and assist with the management of change. A public meeting will be 
called as an essential part of the consultative process. 
ENVIRONMENTAL INITIATIVE Up to £3,000 is available from CDC for village 
beautification. Ideas included tubs and hanging flower baskets around Deddington 
Town Hall, two trees in the Market Place, flower beds under all the name signs in 
Deddington, Clifton and Hempton, more litter bins, a seat on the Clifton Road etc. 
The Best Kept Village competition will soon be here, and a really determined effort 
should be made to win this again. (DEDDINGTON WON IN 1986 - EDs] 
INVESTMENT OF PARISH FUNDS £1 million at 7.0625 percent until 26 Feb; £27,763 at 
4.75 percent on 7-days notice; £1,817 at 3.625 percent overnight. TOTAL £1, 029, 580. 
THE LATE CLLR- BILL MACE An offer by the widow and family of the late Clir Bill 
Mace to provide a seat by the Town Hall bus stop was gratefully accepted. (A NICE 
THOUGHT, JO. WE'RE GLAD YOU'RE MAKING GOOD PROGRESS AFTER YOUR OP ~ EDS] 
CORRESPONDENCE included letters from the President of the Women's Institute asking 
PC to buy and renovate the Holly Tree Club building - Clir Clinch to pursue; from 
occ with a revised timetable for design and construction of the Hempton Road 
footpath/cycletrack; from a local builder wanting to tender for works at the 
Windmill Centre; from John Boss, quoting for grass cutting at no increase on last 
year's costs - accepted; from Victim Support requesting a donation ~ £100 granted; 
and. from Deddington Charity Estates raising questions of consultation and 
accountability over the Town Hall.

She also had Bible Study for men and encouraged them to express their love for 
their wives and the importance of being concerned with the upbringing of their 
children. 

By 1885, eighteen Dioceses were involved in Mothers’ Union and soon after this 
Overseas Branches were formed in India, Canada and the West Indies. Today we have 
branches in 32 countries.

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FROM THE EDITORS' POSTBAG 


FROM DENYS HEYWOOD, NEW STREET, DEDDINGTON 
Way back in 1981 we had a Carnival in Deddington. We paid all our audits but just 
in case anything came out of the woodwork we left a little under £100 in a deposit 
account with Lloyds in Banbury.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 
FIRE CALLS The last month has seen us responding to 16 calls which were 
2 house fires, 2 chip pan fires, 1 derelict warehouse fire, 1 tractor fire, 
4 chimney fires, 1 road traffic accident, and 5 false alarms on automatic systems.

THE WAY WE WERE - MORE THAN 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 
Some years ago a series of lectures was given in the village by the Extra-Mural 
Department of Oxford University on The History of Deddington to which I went and 
made some very rough notes. I cannot remember who else was there - if anyone else 
has some notes and would contact me, perhaps we could make some sense of them for a 
few articles? As far as I can tell from mine, the names of the village would 
probably have originated in the 6th or 7th century, being made up es follows: 

DAED would have been a personal name. JON meant ‘place’. 

HEMP - ‘high’. CLIF - ‘by a river’. 
Oxford, Banbury, Chipping Norton and Buckingham were all Saxon places. Deddington 
was on a junction of Saxon, not Roman, roads. In the Domesday Book of 1086. 
Deddington is described as being one of the largest and richest settlements in the 
county. The whole estate was given to Bishop Odo of Bayeux, who was a half brother 
to William the Conqueror. He fell into disgrace in 1086. The Castle was built and 
in 1160 there was a stone building in an Inner Bailey. There was a Chapel there up 
to the 14th century, but in 1310 it was mentioned as a ‘weak castle’. 
The present Church was started in the 12th century and Deddington became a town. 
In 1190 it was divided from one 'manor’ to three, which were owned by the Canons of 
Windsor, the Cartwrights (the Duchy Manor), and Christchurch (Bicester Priory), 
and there were burgege tenants and market traders, crafts, etc. The Market Place 
dates from the 12th and 13th century, New Street from the i3th. Deddington became 
a Borough and sent 2 Burgesses to Parliament in 1302 and 1305. It was then 
overtaken by Banbury, and thereafter became a largely agricultural community.
